Came from New Yark First,

Conn's record here han been (raced by
o private detective agency which has re-
covered many of the valuables he pawned.

Conn first  was arrested In Clnolnnat!
for burglary. In 199 he was arrestod In
Clevelund on n mimilagr charge, He wan
convieted of burglary tan New York In

MAYOR SCORES WATER BOARD

Dahlman Says They Try to Defeat
Home Rule Principles.

GIVES VIEWS ON THE CHARTER

Tihbles Han Prepared What He Calls
a Model Charter, Which He Will
Submit (o the New Chare

ter Commianion. 1

At the clomo of tha day of voting on
mombers of the charter committes of
fiftesn (o draft & home rule charter for
wWhich Omaha has bean fighting for
seven years Mayor Dahlman, speaking to
the Economic leagus, vehemently des
nounved the Omaha Water board poll-
ticlans for thair bold attemipt to thwart
At the very heginning the provistons of
the constitutional amendment granting
homs rale to metropolitan cities,

"An far as I'm permonally coneerned,
I 40 not care,” sald the mayor, “but I
atand hare fighting for the prineiple of
the thing. The people bought that watey
plant and they ought to have the right
fo control It I that constitutional
amoendment means anything {t means that
we have the power (o manage our own
affalre—a power the Water board secks
to take from uwn''

Continulng the mayor recounted the in<
eldonts of the strugxie for homs rule
and the fights before the legislature to
seoure it. Coneluding his denuncistion of
the Water board he sald;

"I'm absalutely opposed to anybody go=
ing before the state legislaturs snd at<
tempting to take away from this eity the
power to control its affaira. The peopls
of the state finally grantsd us power to
govern ourselves. let us now exerciss
that power."

Mayor Dahiman advocated & grestes
power for the olty commiasion. He fas<
vared the control of the water piant by
the city commission and the comtrol of
the schools by the same body, an s
done in many othar cities under a more
advanved form of the commission plan,

“Almo, I'm opposed to the Albert law
and think it ought to be repeuied. Those
who do not ecome In contaot with the
social evil do not know how it should ba
controlled.

"I belleve tha & o'clock closing Iaw
should be repsaled. Clties should handle
these questions for themselves,'' and he
quoted from an address by President Wil-
son in which was advooated giving cltles
the greatest possible powaer.
